Construction at school called dangerous 


i Parents, teachers and 
students complain of 
unsafe conditions during 
construction at Harding 
Elementary School

Bulldozers and ABCs don’t 
mix, according to teachers and 
parents at Harding Elementary 
School in El Cerrito. 

Swirls of dust have made chil- 
dren ill, they say, and construc- 
tion crews regularly endanger the 
school’s 300 students by driving 
trucks, backhoes and other heavy 
equipment on campus during 
busy times such as dismissal and 
recess with few safeguards or 


“The only barriers between 
the equipment and the students 


were caution tape and mesh that 
had fallen down,” said teacher 
Margaret Breeding. “The lack of 
management on this project is 
unacceptable.” 

Harding parents, teachers and 
students formed a safety com- 
mittee in August and took their 
complaints to the West Contra 
Costa school board last week. 
The school started a $10.5 mil- 
lion renovation two years ago 
and is a year behind schedule. 

Vince Kilmartin, an associate 
superintendent of operations, 
told the committee he would fix 
the problem by sending Lance 
Jackson, the district’s head con- 
struction manager from the 
Seville Group, Inc., to watch over 
the site. 

The committee has met with 
Jackson before, members said. 

“Promises are being made,” 
said mother Sharon Johnson. 


“They’re not being kept.” 

Parents and staff members 
said they are tired of the mini- 
dust storms and the project’s 
slow progress, and, more signif- 
icantly, what they called negli- 
gent behavior. 

In one instance, a backhoe op- 
erator scooped up a pile of dirt 
and maneuvered it over a fence 
so that the material passed over 
the heads of students, Breeding 
said. 

The first day of school, said 
mother Margaret Wolfe, a driver 
slammed into a basketball pole 
and speedily drove off. 

“The driver left without seeing 
what he had hit,” Wolfe said. “If 
he can't see a 15-foot pole, how 
will he see my 4-foot-tall child?” 

Jackson apologized to the 
families.

effort in 
full swing

ALBANY — The campaign for 
the Measure A parcel tax is in 
full swing, with 50 volunteers 
pledging to canvas the town un- 
til election day, Nov. 8. 

“People are still not really 
tuned into the election yet,” said 
Miriam Walden, an Albany 
school board member and Mea- 
sure A proponent. “We find when_ 
going door to door, people are 
just beginning to realize there’s 
an election and they need to have 
an opinion about things.” 

As of Sept. 24, the campaign 
in favor of the tax — Yes for Al- 
bany Schools Measure A — had 
raised $6,116.15 in cash and do- 
nated services. 

Though not everyone supportss 
the measure, a campaign against 
it has not emerged. 

The campaign raised $1,158 
in contributions under $100. The 
cash balance consists primarily 
of contributions from Albany res- 
idents contributing $100 or more. 

The contributions include 
$100 from Margaret Romero, the 
superintendent of finance for the 
school district, as well as $1,000 
from Lozano Smith, a Fresno- 
based law firm that works with 
the district, according to Walden. 

Two Albany school district 
principals contributed $100. Al- 
bany-based Hot Damn Graphics 
contributed campaign literature 
services worth $2,300. 

So far, the Measure A cam- 
paign has spent $3,560.36, ac- 
cording to campaign finance doc- 
uments. 

Walden said a handful of vol- 
unteers knocked on the doors of 
950 homes last weekend and will 
continue going door to door every 
weekend until the election. A vol- 
unteer meeting with Assembly- 
woman Loni Hancock, Sheila 
Jordan, the superintendent for the 
Alameda County Office of Edu- 
cation, and Albany Mayor Robert 
Good is scheduled for Oct. 27. 

If approved by a two-thirds 
majority, the measure starting 
July 1 would charge homeown- 
ers $250 per home annually and 
commercial property owners 5 
cents per square foot of space, 
or $250 per parcel, whichever is 
higher. The tax would increase 
annually at the rate of inflation.

Fraud suspect arrested during potential scart 


i Police allegedly see a 

parolee with previous 

convictions working on 

deal with an elderly target

EL CERRITO — Police Chief 
Scott Kirkland arrested a fraud 
suspect at El Cerrito Plaza last 
week after watching her approach 
a potential victim. 

Kirkland and Sgt. Mike Regan 
walked into the mall about 1 p.m. 
on Sept. 27 and saw a well- 
dressed woman carrying a note 
and talking to an elderly man. 
When the police made eye con- 
tact with the woman, she abruptly 
turned and walked away. 

Kirkland and Regan stopped 
47-year-old Dorothy Woodard and 
found she was a parolee with pre- 
vious “pigeon-drop” scam con- 
victions. Police arrested her after 
finding she carried parapherna- 
lia to commit the same crime, said 
police Cpl. Don Horgan. 

Pigeon-drop or “Jamaican 
switch” scams involve a suspect 
approaching a victim in a public

place. Suspects say they have to 
leave the country quickly but 
want to give a large sum of 
money to a charity before they 
leave. 

They flash a large roll of bills, 
along with official-looking docu- 
ments showing why they have the 
cash, and an excuse for why they 
cannot take it with them. 

An accomplice posing as a 
passer-by joins the conversation, 
encouraging the victim to help de- 
liver the money to the intended 
charity. The suspects ask the vic- 
tim to withdraw money to prove 
they are trustworthy and do not 
need the cash intended for char- 
ity. 

If the victim withdraws his or 
her own money, the suspects hide 
it in a bandanna with their cash, 
which is fake, and pray over it for 
a few moments. The bundle is 
handed back to the victim, and 


the suspects leave — with the vic- 
tim’s money. 

The victim winds up with the 
fake rolls of cash in the ban- 
danna, which are usually cut-up 
pieces of newspaper. 

This happens with alarming 
frequency in the city’s shopping 
areas, police say. 

“It’s not just at the holidays 
any more. We see it year-round,” 
said detective Sgt. Shawn Maples. 
“It’s really important for people 
who work at banks and super- 
markets to be cognizant of elderly 
people making overly large with- 
drawals or payments. Take an ex-

ODAY IS the 30th an- 
niversary of the day my 
father died. 

The odd thing is that I feel 
closer to him now than I ever 
did when he was alive. 

When I was growing up, Dad 
was a mystery to me. I knew 
next to nothing about his life 
before he married my mother. 

All that I knew is that he’d 
grown up in Buffalo, N.Y., and 
left town as soon as he could. 
He never talked about his fam- 
ily, beyond the fact that he had 
two brothers named Barney 
and Sam. 

He went to Harvard Law 
School but dropped out before 
graduation. The year was 1932, 
the height of the Great Depres- 
sion, and he couldn't afford to 
go back and get his degree. 

He never forgave himself. 
He hated himself for not being 
a lawyer, and it was his lifelong 
dream that I should go to Har- 
vard — first the college, then 
the law school — and make it 
up for him. 

He even named me Martin 
Jr., which is a huge taboo in 

) Jewish culture. (You're not sup- 
posed to name a baby after a 
living person.) 

Every night after dinner 
we'd take the dog for a walk, 
and he’d tell me how much he 
was counting on me. For years 
afterward I'd get a knot in the 
pit of my stomach, and I'd 
think, “That damned dog!” 

But, of course, it wasn’t the 
damned dog; it was the 
damned dad. 

Then, in April of my senior 

ear of high school, the college 
| acceptance/rejection letters ar- 

ived. I didn’t get into Harvard. 

Dad was crushed. He didn’t 
speak to me for months. 

By this time, we really 

ouldn’t talk to each other. He 
1 couldn’t forgive me for not liv- 

g his dreams, and I couldn’t 
forgive him for trying to make 
me live them. 

But after he died, my sister 
and I decided to search for our 
long-lost relatives. I got a Buf- 
alo phone book and found a 
listing for Sandy Snapp. 

I called him and said, “You 
don’t know me from Adam, but 

think I might be your cousin.” 

It turned out his late father 

as named Sam, and his uncle 
as named Barney. And there 
‘as a family legend about a 
third brother who went to Cali- 
‘ornia and was never heard 
girom again. This was starting 
fo look promising.

So my sister and I flew to 
Buffalo, despite some last- 
minute trepidations. What if he 
isn’t really our relative?

We needn’t have worried. As 
Sandy walked up to the gate to 
meet us, my sister and I did a 
double take: He looked more 
like my father than we did. 

And he and his family could- 
n't have been nicer. We spent al- 
most a week talking and poring 
over family pictures, and I fi- 
nally began to understand. 

I found out that our family 
was literally the poorest family 
in town. Neither of Dad’s 
brothers made it past high 
school. Everyone, including my 
grandmother, went to work to 
put him through law school. 

Think of the guilt he must 
have felt for not becoming a 
lawyer. He couldn't go back 
and face them. 

If only he had, he’d have 
found out that as far as they 
were concerned there was 
nothing to apologize for. 

Since then, not a day has 
gone by when I haven't 
thought about him. Whenever 
something new pops up, 
whether it’s Bill Clinton or 
Britney Spears, I always won- 
der, “What would Dad have 
thought about that?” 

As I said, my relationship 
with Dad is better than ever. 
Too bad we couldn't have done 
it while he was still here. 

But I have one consolation: 
Even though he couldn't go 
home again, I can.

Pollution from project 
would impact field users

EGARDING THE ARTI- 
Rc about the proposed 

El Cerrito Plaza condo 
development (Sept. 23) in 
which I was featured: While I 
am glad that the Plaza condo 
project is getting press, I was 
somewhat disappointed with 
the article. The article claimed 
that I was concerned about the 
potential changed view and 
loss of light. Neither are an is- 
sue for me at all. We would 
have no loss of light with the 
proposed project since, from 
our angle, Albany Hill is be- 
hind the project. The change in 
view is also irrelevant to me. 


The proposed project looks 
attractive, and blocking the 
view of the Plaza is truly no 
great loss. Loss of light may be 
an issue, however, for the 
school field and for users of the 
Ohlone Greenway, since the 
proposed project will create a 
long strip of five-story-high 
walls next to the field and 
Greenway. 

My primary concern, as I 
explained to the reporter, is the 
air pollution impact on Cougar 
Field. Increased air pollution 
upwind from a sports field can 
increase asthma rates for stu- 
dents, especially those engaged 
in sports. Because the traffic 
flow is already problematic in 
the plaza, adding all of the 
trips related to these proposed 
residences could lead to 
stopped traffic, creating local 
“hot-spots” of air pollution. The 
East side of the project, includ- 
ing the access road, is only 50 
feet from the edge of Cougar 
track. There is no way this will 
not increase air pollution on 
Cougar Field. 

The project, as proposed, 
will also decrease available 
parking for plaza shoppers, so 
more cars will be circling 
around looking for a parking 


place and parking on local 
streets. If Albany closes the 
side streets entering the plaza, 
one can only imagine the traf- 
fic delays at the other en- 
trances and exits to the plaza. 

As for the local chapter of 
the Sierra Club supporting the 
project, remember it also sup- 
ported the parking garage, 
which was not predicted to in- 
crease BART ridership, and 
was a boondoggle if there ever 
was one. Obviously, the local 
chapter is missing some degree 
of sophistication in its analysis. 
Infill development is generally 
a good idea, especially near 
transit, because it decreases 
overall automobile use for a re- 
gion. But traffic problems from 
this project would likely create 
traffic congestion so as to in- 
crease local air pollution. This 
is not ideal since it is next to a 
school. 

Not all infill projects should 
be stamped environmentally fa- 
vorable. There are unique fea- 
tures that need to be consid- 
ered. I know something about 
this. | wrote my master’s thesis 
on transportation demand man- 
agement, and included a sec- 
tion on transit villages, and I 
used to work for the Conserva- 
tion Law Foundation on this 
topic. My Ph.D. dissertation fo- 
cused on urban air pollution, so 
my concern about the in- 
creased pollution stems from 
my knowledge of this topic. 

An additional concern about 
the project is that, since it will 
tower above the BART tracks, 
it will increase BART noise at 
the school and in the surround- 
ing neighborhoods by reflect- 
ing this noise. Studies have 
shown the detrimental impact 
of this type of noise on learn- 
ing and general welfare.

Unfortunately, there was no response 
from the council or other citizens, and 
your reporter did not mention this.

‘Qualifying’ property 
necessary for 1031 exchange 


Q. | had a couple questions re- 
garding the 1037 issue. We recently 
had a 1031 company come into our 
office and give us detailed infor- 
mation about their practice.

Most landscapes are watered 
with automatic irrigation systems, 
and this compounds the problem.

You can also use newspaper or 
cardboard. These materials will de- 
compose over time.

That’s the most accurate way 
to describe the Berkeley High 
School football team’s 35-14 rout 
over visiting Alameda last Friday 
afternoon.

NYONE WHO HAS 

STUDIED baseball's 

rich history has heard 
of the Homestead Grays, Pitts- 
burgh Crawfords and New York 
Cubans. They’ll know the sto- 
ries of Hall of Famers Satchel 
Paige, Cool Papa Bell, Bullet 
Joe Rogan and Josh Gibson. 

All of the above, though, 
just scratches the surface of 
Negro League baseball, the 
featured topic tonight at the 
Oakland Museum. “A Tribute 
To the Negro Leagues” will run 
from 7-10 p.m., and will fea- 
ture memorabilia sales as well 
as stories from former Negro 
League players. 

“A Tribute To the Negro 
Leagues” runs in conjunction 
with the Baseball Hall of 
Fame’s “Baseball As America,” 
on display at the Oakland Mu- 
seum through Jan. 22. 

“It’s going to be rather ex- 
citing,” says Oakland’s Arif 
Khatib, founder of the African 
American/Ethnic Sports Hall of

Fame, one of the sponsors of 
tonight’s event. “We’re going to 
have Negro League players 
(Mamie “Peanut” Johnson, 
Neale “Bobo” Henderson and 
Ross “Satch” Davis are among 
those scheduled to appear) 
who are going to discuss what 
it was like in the day. We’re 
also going to play a video of 
Buck O’Neil (from Baseball As 
America’s official opening in 
Oakland last month). He can 
carry any show in an interview 
— there’s a lot of good infor- 
mation, a lot of good stuff.” 
Raymond Doswell, curator 
of the Negro Leagues Baseball 
Museum in Kansas City, Mo., 


will conduct the discussion 
with the former players. The 
event will also include the 
screenings of two acclaimed 
films, “Only the Ball Was 
White“ and “There Was Always 
Sun Shining Someplace.” 

Anybody who has seen 
these or other films, or perhaps 
read books on Negro League 
or Latin American baseball 
(historically, there was a lot of 
crossover), surely has heard 
about the above named teams 
as well as such great squads as 
the Birmingham Black Barons, 
Baltimore Elite Giants, Kansas 
City Monarchs and Chicago 
American Giants. 

For sure, Negro League 
baseball — much in the vein of 
Major League Baseball before 
the Giants and Dodgers came 
West — principally was an 
east-of-the-Rockies phenome- 
non. But some leagues made 
inroads on the West Coast, too. 

Most notable was the short- 
lived West Coast Baseball As- 


sociation, which Khatib will 
discuss at tonight’s event. 
Though black semipro 
teams had enjoyed success in 
the Bay Area for a number of 
years, World War II brought an 
influx of new African-Ameri- 
can residents — especially 
shipyard workers and their 
families — to the area. By 
1946, African-American base- 
ball players living on the West 
Coast looked to establish their 
own fully professional league. 
Thus, the WCBA was born. 
The local entries were the 
Oakland Larks and San Fran- 
cisco Sea Lions. Others were 
the Seattle Steelheads, San 
Diego Tigers, Los Angeles 
White Sox and Portland Rose- 
buds, a team owned by 
Olympic great Jesse Owens. 
The plan was to have these 
teams play in Pacific Coast 
League stadiums while the lat- 
ter teams were on the road. 
Though the WCBA lasted 
just a part of one season, the 


Larks extended the life of their 
franchise an additional year by 
barnstorming. One Larks 
player of note was pitcher Li- 
onel “Lefty” Wilson, who later 
became the first African-Amer- 
ican judge in Alameda County 
and eventually Oakland’s first 
African-American mayor. 

“Basically, what happened 
to Lionel was that he could see 
that the league wasn’t going to 
survive,” Khatib says. “He had 
plans to go to law school. But 
he was quite an athlete overall 
— he could have been a cham- 
pion tennis player. If he would 
have been more successful in 
baseball, who knows what the 
local (political) history would 
have been.” 

In 1947, Jackie Robinson 
and Larry Doby integrated ma- 
jor league baseball, opening a 
new chapter in the game’s his- 
tory. Soon, the acceptance of 
black players by both major 
and minor league teams be- 
came more commonplace 


(Artie Wilson, for instance, ; 
tegrated the PCU’s Oakland 
Oaks in 1949), signaling the 
beginning of the end of Neg, 
League baseball. ° 

Today, the Negro League, 
serve as a reminder of both 
baseball’s rich history as Wel 
as its — and our nation’s — 
troubled past.

In addition to the historical 
documents, Adams and Sellars 
incorporated poetry by Baude- 
laire. Oppenheimer, they discoy- 
ered, loved poetry, named the 
project Trinity after a sonnet by 
John Donne and had a volume 
of Baudelaire’s poems in his 
pocket on the night of the deto- 
nation. The libretto also sets texts 
by Muriel Rukeyser, the 20th cen- 
tury American poet who was a 
schoolmate of the Oppenheimers. 

“Her voice is really the spine 
of the opera,” says Sellars of 
Rukeyser. “Of course, what 
women were saying or thinking 
does not appear on the public 
record in those decades. So when 
you need a person who will re- 
ally say what no one is willing to 
say — who will actually give 
voice to what everyone is think- 
ing but is not permitted to say — 
Muriel is an astonishing witness 
of that period.” 

Oppenheimer’s literary inter- 
ests may be hard to reconcile 
with his image as the architect 
of the bomb, but Adams says 
there are many aspects of the sci- 
entist, as well as the other larger- 
than-life characters in the opera, 
that he found surprising. For ex- 
ample, he learned that one of 
Teller’s first acts upon arriving 
in Los Alamos was to request a 
piano in his quarters so he could 
play Mozart in the evenings. 

“The physicists who came 
from Europe, many of them Jew- 
ish refugees, were people of im- 
mense culture,” says Adams, who 
maintained an extensive corre- 
spondence with Teller’s daugh- 
ter during the writing of the 
opera. “They knew their Goethe, 
they knew their Dante and their 
Beethoven.” 

Adams sees Oppenheimer as 
an essentially tragic figure. After 
the war, the scientist became a 
target of Sen. Joseph McCarthy, 
whose investigations of alleged 
communism among government 
officials ruined more than one 
career. 
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“All the pictures of him from 
that time look like a very deeply 
wounded man,” says Adams. “He 
went to Harry Truman and said, 
‘We scientists have blood on our 
hands.’ And he was destroyed. 
When McCarthy came to power 
and they decided that Oppen- 
heimer was not good for the 
arms race, they looked at him as 
a serious threat to their plans, 
and they basically drummed him 
out of town.” 

Sellars says the opera doesn’t 
just recount history; it delves into 
the fears and motivations driving 
the characters. 

“The beauty of opera is that 
it’s giving you two surfaces si- 
multaneously,” says Sellars. “One 
is the outside surface — what 
everything looks like, what you 
would have seen if you were 
there. The other thing is the aria 
in the middle of the night, that 
secret place where people’s in- 
ner lives — their dreams, hallu- 
cinations, premonitions and hind- 
sight — suddenly come into the 
foreground. Staging opera is dl- 
ways about the tension between 
the realistic and the more ab- 
stract, between the material 
record and the spiritual imprint.” 

That quality, he adds, allowed 
them to include dance (choreo- 
graphed by Lucinda Childs) in 
the production. “In a movie about 
the atomic bomb,” he says, 
“you’d never see a dance se- 
quence.” 

Adams’ score, says Runnicles, 
is “astonishing” — in addition to 
extended arias for the singers 
and large-scale writing for or- 
chestra and chorus, the com- 
poser has written an overture for 
power tools and a prerecorded 
“sound design” incorporating bits 
of radio signals and 1940s jazz 
tunes. 

It’s a mammoth — and ex- 
tremely intricate — score, and 
Runnicles, deep in rehearsals 
with the San Francisco Opera Or- 
chestra and Chorus, likens it to 
“a giant Swiss clock.” 

“It’s intensely rhythmic,” says 
the conductor. “There’s a re- 
markable elemental drive to 


John’s music.” 

Runnicles adds that both he 
and his orchestra have been af- 
fected by their work on the 
opera. “We are all thrilled to be 
part of it, and we are all intensely 
disturbed by the impact it’s hav- 
ing on us. And I think that’s an 
extremely healthy phenomenon. 
This is a very significant story, 
and it still resonates today.” 

As the time for “Doctor 
Atomic’s” first performance 
draws near, Adams says he feels 
gratified by what he has pro- 
duced. 

“I think it’s unique,” says 
Adams. “Between the way Peter 
arranged things and the way I 
musically set them, what I’ve 
heard so far is just as riveting as 
anything I’ve ever done. There’s 
a real, powerful, emotional ex- 
change between the actors.” 


Still, it’s clear that the com- 
poser hasn’t entirely put the is- 
sues of the opera to rest. “Before 
the creation of the bomb, it was 
not realistic or within the human 
imagination to think that we 
could destroy the planet,” says 
Adams. “We now know that this 
is possible; that probably, if all 
the nuclear warheads that are 
still in operation today were by 
some horrible event unleashed, 
it’s quite likely that we could cre- 
ate the extinction of life on the 
planet. 

“There’s a moment in Act II 
when the scientists are sitting 
around, waiting for the rain to 
stop, and they start talking about 
the fact that they weren't entirely 
sure that this test might not ig- 
nite the Earth’s atmosphere. 
Teller had even been given the 
assignment several years before 
to do the calculations to see if 
that might happen. Oppenheimer 
assured everyone that this was- 
n’t likely. But just the fact that 
they might think along those 
lines is indicative of the kind of 
powers the human species is 
playing with.”

Or, visit 
the Mosaic Studio Supply store 
at the IMA, which has many in- 
expensive repurposed tiles. 

Billick said one of the best 
things about mosaic artwork is it 
that it’s “folk art, and folks do it.” 

“It’s not exclusive. It’s inclusive,” 
she said. “You need no practice and 
no money to create mosaics.” 

Another part of True’s goal is 
to bring together her community. 
She enjoys being located in Jin- 
gletown, because she finds that 
her neighbors are infinitely gen- 
erous and supportive of her in- 
stitute. Jingletown is a neigh- 
borhood roughly bordered by 
Highway 880, the Oakland Estu- 
ary, 29th Avenue and Fruitvale. 

“It’s a very special place. We 
have a symbiotic relationship, 
and there’s something happen- 
ing here that’s vital and exciting,” 
she said. 

Currently, the IMA is display- 
ing artwork from both its in- 
structors and students.

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Everyone around him is showing 
signs of strain. The project’s com- 
mander, Gen. Leslie Groves, vows 
to stay on schedule even as an 
electrical storm batters the site. 
The scientists, gulping coffee and 
devouring candy bars, wonder if 
the bomb — also known as “The 
Gadget” — will turn out to be a 
dud. Or, if they've underestimated 
its power, will it ignite the entire 
Earth’s atmosphere? 

Even more unsettling are the 
moral issues. Moments after ex- 
pressing his confidence in the 
outcome, Oppenheimer spends a 
sleepless night at home with his 
wife, Kitty. Robert Wilson stops 
midtask to recount a terrifying 
recurring nightmare. Edward 
Teller muses about winning the 
race and losing his soul in the 
process. 

In Sellars’ staging, the inner 
fears and outer pressures collide 
with vertiginous power. The li- 
bretto is a fascinating blend of 
colloquial speech, technical jar- 
gon and high-flown poetry. Adri- 
anne Lobel’s fluid sets shuttle be- 
tween the grids and scaffolds of 
the test site and the interior of 
Oppenheimer’s quarters; James 
FE Ingalls’ glowing light designs 
smooth the transitions from one 
location to the next. Mark Grey’s 
evocative sound designs, Dunya 
Ramicova’s civilian and military 
costumes, and Lucinda Childs’ el- 
emental dance sequences all en- 
hance the dual nature of the 
work. 

Yet it’s Adams’ three-hour 
score — the most magnificent, 
richly textured and dramatically 
assured creation in this com- 
poser’s distinguished career — 
that drives “Doctor Atomic.” Be- 
ginning with an audacious over- 
ture for power tools, the music 
compresses time, builds tension, 
illuminates fears and anxieties, 
and heightens the sense of isola- 
tion and uncertainty around the 
project. Brilliantly orchestrated, 
the music recalls Wagner, Stravin- 
sky, Varese, Ives — but is always 
unmistakably Adams. 

There are many memorable 
moments in the score: a forceful 
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choral number at the start of Act 
I, a shimmering orchestral inter- 
lude in Act II. The love scene for 
Oppenheimer and Kitty gives 
Baudelaire’s poetry a voluptuous 
setting; later, Kitty gets an ex- 
tended aria based on one of 
Rukeyser’s texts. A verse from 
the Bhagavad Gita (“At the sight 
of this, your Shape stupendous”) 
becomes an apocalyptic outburst 
for mixed chorus. A prerecorded 
“soundscape” suggests low-fly- 
ing planes, voices, songs of the 
era and bits of radio broadcasts. 

Most astonishing is Oppen- 
heimer’s “Batter my heart,” a 
wrenching chaconne that incor- 
porates Donne’s Holy Sonnet 
XIV, sung by baritone Gerald Fin- 
ley in the shadow of the bomb, it 
is a breathtaking fusion of music 
and theater. 

The company has assembled 
an excellent cast for the pre- 
miere. Finley, who seems to age 
visibly over the three-hour per- 
formance, sings heroically as Op- 
penheimer. Mezzo-soprano Kris- 
tine Jepson brings large, 
penetrating tone to the role of 
Kitty. Baritone Richard Paul Fink 
is a clear-voiced Teller, and bass 
Eric Owens is an authoritative 
Groves. Tenor Thomas Glenn cre- 
ates an indelible impression as 
the tormented Wilson, baritone 
James Maddalena is an articulate 
Hubbard, and mezzo-soprano 
Beth Clayton is affecting as 
Kitty’s American Indian maid, 
Pasqualita. 

In the pit, Donald Runnicles 
presided over a flowing, mes- 
merizing performance; Adams’ 
expansive score yielded this con- 
ductor’s finest hours in the War 
Memorial pit since the company’s 
production of “St. Francois d’As- 
sise” a few seasons back. 

“Doctor Atomic” has been five 
years in the making, and there 
was much speculation as to how 
Adams and Sellars would handle 
the opera’s biggest challenge, the 
detonation itself. Suffice it to say 
that the moment is achieved in a 
stunning coup d’theatre — one 
that signals both the end of the 
first chapter in the arms race and 
the start of a new era in human 
history. In the space of an instant, 
the world would never be the 
same again.

@ John Adams’ ‘Doctor Atomic’ 
digs deep into controversial history

John Adams may be the world’s most 
fearless opera composer. Yet with his lat- 
est work, “Doctor Atomic,” he admits to 
feeling a new kind of anxiety. 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning composer 
has never been one to shy away from con- 
troversy. His previous operas, “Nixon in 
China” and “The Death of Klinghoffer,” 
were both based on actual 20th century 
events — the kind that tend to provoke 
highly charged political debates. 

With his new opera, he’s turned his at- 
tention to what many historians believe 
is the most significant event of the last 
century: the creation of the first atomic 
bomb. The opera’s title character is J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, the physicist who 
steered the Manhattan Project to its com- 
pletion when the bomb was detonated in 
1945 at the secret Trinity test site near 
Alamogordo, N.M. 

In a recent interview, the Berkeley- 
based composer said he’s never ap- 
proached such a monumental subject. 

“To me, the bomb is a watershed event,” 
said Adams. “It’s the historical dividing line 
of the human species on the planet. My 
greatest worry was that, given the enor- 
mity of the subject, I wouldn’t be able to 
do it justice.” 

Adams may be feeling unduly modest, 
but his trepidation is easy to understand. 
The issues raised in “Doctor Atomic” are 
complex and still controversial, more than 
60 years after the actual events took place. 

Commissioned by the San Francisco 
Opera, the new opera features a libretto 
by longtime Adams collaborator Peter Sel- 
lars. The work made its world premiere 
in a San Francisco Opera production un- 
der Sellars’ direction Oct. 1 at the War 
Memorial Opera House; conducted by San 
Francisco Opera music director Donald 
Runnicles, it will run for 10 performances, 
with baritone Gerald Finley in the title 
role.

‘Doctor Atomic’ makes dazzling debut

It hangs above the singers’ 
heads, suspended over center 
stage like a hugely malignant or- 
nament in a Christmas pageant 
for the damned. Big, round, 
wrapped in a hive of cables and 
connectors, the atomic bomb is 
both a chilling reality and our 
own worst nightmare. 

As the central image in “Doc- 
tor Atomic,” the strange, surreal 
and unforgettably haunting new 
opera by composer John Adams 
and librettist Peter Sellars, the 
bomb is a potent symbol. At once 
unspeakably menacing and hor- 
rifyingly familiar, it represents 
the culmination of thousands of 
years of human development and 
the potential undoing of life on 
the planet. And, as staged by Sel- 
lars in the work’s gripping world 
premiere production for San 
Francisco Opera, it’s only a mat- 
ter of time before it explodes.

Saturday at the War Memorial 
Opera House, revisits a dramatic 
episode in American history: the 
top-secret Manhattan Project, cre- 
ated by the U.S. government dur- 
ing the waning days of World War 
II with the goal of building and 
detonating the first atomic bomb. 
For this work commissioned by 
San Francisco Opera, Adams and 
Sellars have deftly blended his- 


torical fact — including declassi- 
fied government documents — 
with a wide array of poetry and 
texts including works by Charles 
Baudelaire, John Donne, Muriel 
Rukeyser and the Bhagavad Gita. 
The result is not so much histor- 
ical narrative as a feverish mytho- 
logical dream world, peopled by 
some of the most famous scien- 
tists of the 20th century. 

At the center of the story is J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, the young 
physicist who shepherded the 
Manhattan Project to its conclu- 
sion on July 15, 1945. The opera 
begins just as Oppenheimer and 
his team — working around the 
clock, under tremendous pres- 
sure to win the arms race and 
end the war — are about to det- 
onate the bomb. 

Intense, and intensely arro- 
gant, the chain-smoking Oppen- 
heimer is confident that the $2 
billion test will go as planned.

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1930 Model A Ford needs 
Owner’s constant attention

When Paul Gauthier was in 
high school, he paid $35 for his 
first very used car — a Model A 
Ford. That car is long gone, but 
several other Model A Fords have 
kept Gauthier company in the in- 
tervening years. Some of them 
lingered a while and others 
quickly came and went. 

By the summer of 2004, Gau- 
thier had accumulated three 
Model A Fords at his home and 
because he actually turns the 
wrenches restoring and maintain- 
ing his cars, he has established a 
reputation of being quite knowl- 
edgeable about the cars. 

He was glad to help when he 
got a telephone call from a Model 
A owner seeking information. The 
caller said that he was moving 
and had to sell his car. He wanted 
someone to place a value on his 
Car and was hoping Gauthier 
could help. 

Gauthier agreed to go see the 
old Ford in Harper's Ferry, W.Va., 
for an appraisal. He was surprised 
to learn that the owner, while a 
college student in 1947, had pur-

chased the car from the original 
owner, a Nebraskan farmer. It was 
a maroon 1930 Deluxe Fordor with 
black fenders. That model is com- 
monly called a blindback sedan 
because it lacks rear quarter win- 
dows on both sides. 

In the following 58 years the 
car has been to both coasts and 
several states in between. The car 
underwent a total restoration in 
1991 in West Virginia. 

Only 13,710 such models were 
manufactured in 1930 and each 
one had a base price of $650. The 
30-wire spokes on each wheel are 
painted to match the maroon body 
color. The 2,488-pound sedan rides 
on a 103.5-inch wheelbase sup- 
ported by 4.75/5.00x19-inch white 
sidewall tires. 

Records indicate this particu- 
lar Model A was built in June 
1930. When Gauthier discovered 
the owner had the car his entire 
adult life, he attempted to con- 
vince the man not to sell it. The 
owner, however, was adamant 


about selling his car and Gauthier 
couldn't think of a better home for 
the car than his own, 

He returned to Harper's Ferry 
the day after Thanksgiving to col- 
lect his prize. The surprised owner 
asked him where his trailer was. 
Gauthier answered that the Model 
A Ford was about to be driven 60 
miles to its new home in Fairfax, Va. 

Gauthier, seated behind the 
four-spoke steering wheel, fired 
up the 200.5-cubic-inch, four-cylin- 
der engine, and listening to the 
reassuring sound only Model A 
Ford engines make, drove it 
home. The 40-horsepower engine 
performed flawlessly, he says. 

“There wasn't much in the way 
of brakes,” Gauthier reports. Once 
he got the car home, he installed 
a new water pump and flushed 
the radiator. Both sides of the en- 
gine hood have 22 louvers to as- 
sist in heat management. 

Gauthier was pleased with the 
quality of the reupholstered interior. 
All of the fabric matches the origi- 
nal. All four doors feature a map 
pocket and the back seat even has

Dear Doctor: Recently, | pur- 
chased a 2005 Jeep Liberty Rene- 
gade. | noticed while stopped on 
an incline in drive, that as | take my 
foot off the brake the Jeep tends to 
roll back before | can get my foot 
on the gas pedal. | spoke to the 
dealer and was told Chrysler 
changed the transmission from the 
2004 model year to a more efficient 
transmission. |s this true?

Dear Robert: Today's engines 
are very efficient. Some vehicles, 
such as your Jeep, will not hold the 
vehicle on an incline at idle speed 
in gear when the brake pedal is re- 
leased. This is a normal condition. 
Some automatic transmissions will 
also allow the car to free-wheel 
when the gas pedal is released. 
The good part is better gas 
mileage, the down side is you have 
to use the brakes. 

Dear Doctor: | own a 1988 Mer- 
cury Grand Marquis with only 41,000 
miles. The car is in great condition. 
My only problem is the transmission 
seems to chatter when shifting. Is 
this a major problem? — Larry 

Dear Larry: | suspect your trans- 
mission fluid has broken down over 
the years. Take the car to a shop 
that has a transmission flush ma- 
chine, | recommend using the semi- 
synthetic multi-purpose automatic 
transmission fluid. If this fluid is not 
available in your area, simply add 
a friction modifier after the trans- 
mission fluid is flushed. This should 
take care of the chatter associated 
with your transmission. 

Dear Doctor: With gas prices so 
high, | am not driving my car as 
much. Now it will only need the oil 
changed twice a year. My neighbor 
said this will be sufficient. What are

your thoughts? — Glenn 

Dear Glenn: Less driving does 
not mean less service. The engine 
oil should still be changed based 
on either mileage or time. | recom- 
mend frequent oil changes. It's a 
lot cheaper to change the oil than 
to change the engine. 

Dear Doctor: | have been read- 
ing your column for a long time and 
always leased a car. | have decided 
to purchased a Honda CR-V. | plan 
on keeping the car 100,000 miles. 
You have always recommended oil 
and filter changes at 3,000 to 3,500 
miles and spark plugs at 50,000 
miles, fuel filters at 24,000 miles and 
the transmission fluid between 
24,000 to 30,000 miles. When is the 
best time to perform the first oil 
change? — Mark 

Dear Mark: Congratulations on 
not leasing or renting the car. The 
CR-V should give you years of good 
service. The first oil change should 
be done before 3,000 miles. The 
fuel filter on some newer vehicles 
is in the fuel tank and the replace- 
ment interval can be as long as 
100,000 miles. Read the owner's 
manual for its recommendations. 

Dear Doctor: | purchased a 
2005 Volvo V70 wagon. Shortly af- 
ter the purchase the passenger 
airbag light came on, indicating the 
airbag was deactivated. The dealer 
performed a recalibration.

In.a few weeks, a South Korean 
automaker will go to market with its 
first legitimate entry-luxury car. It's 
a car worthy of notice by con- 
sumers and other auto companies. 

The Azera is being launched 
as a 2006 model in the fourth 
quarter of this year. Hyundai plans 
to employ the same successful 
formula with the Azera that it used 
on small and midsize cars and 
sport utilities: pack It with features 
and safety equipment, offer a bar- 
gain'price thousands less than the 
competition and throw in an ex- 
tra-long warranty. 

Hyundai has been down this 
road before. The Azera replaces 
the XG model, first introduced in 
the 2001 model year as the 
XG300, which with a power boost, 
later became the XG350, which 
was a dud. Hyundai sold only 
17,000 XG350 models last year in 
the U.S.; it hopes to sell 50,000 
Azeras in the coming years. 

The Azera is light years ahead 
of the XG 350. It features graceful 
exterior lines for an elegant look. 
Lighting is high-tech LEDs. 

Robert F. Cosmai, president 
and CEO of Hyundai Motor Amer- 
ica, said the “sleek and modern” 
lines of the Azera will become sig- 
nature design cues for the entire 
brand. The Azera, he said, “cap- 
tures the essence of the new gen- 
eration” of Hyundai models. 

Its interior appears to be finely 
crafted with leather upholstery and 
wood grain and metal-look trim. 
The Azera rides on a completely 
new architecture that is wider and 
longer in both overall length and 
wheelbase for a roomier interior 
than the XG350. 

Hyundai boasts it has more in- 
terior room than the BMW 760i 
and Mercedes-Benz S-Class. In 
fact, It is a stretched version of the 
new ‘Sonata platform, in the vein 
that Toyota's Avalon and Camry 
share architectures. 

“It's a recipe that's been used 
befofe, but success is important 
because it builds our credibility as 
a brand that goes up against 
Honda and Toyota and does well,” 


said‘John Krafcik, vice president. 


of product development and 
strategic planning at Hyundai Mo- 
tor America, 

Under the hood, it is powered 
by a°3.8-liter V6 engine rated at 
265 horsepower — less than the 
Avalon but more than the Ford 
Five’ Hundred and Buick 
LaCrosse, The engine is paired 
witha modern five-speed auto- 
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matic transmission, as with the 
Avalon and Five Hundred, with a 
manual shift feature. It is loaded 
with standard safety features in- 
cluding front seat anti-whiplash 
head restraints, stability control, 
and front- and second-row side- 
impact airbags, as well as side 
curtain airbags. 

As with every vehicle Hyundai 
sells In the U.S,, every 2006 Az- 
era comes equipped with 
Hyundai’s long warranty that in- 
cludes limited bumper-to-bumper 
coverage for five years or 60,000 
miles, Azera buyers also receive 
24-hour roadside assistance cov- 
erage at no extra charge for five 
years. That service includes emer- 
gency towing, lockout service and 
limited coverage for trip-interrup- 
tion expenses. 

Hyundai says it will first target 
its current owner base, mostly 
Sonata owners interested in mov- 
ing up-market. They will be offered 
discounts on the Azera in the form 
of owner loyalty coupons, Then 
Hyundai will expand to conquest 
sales of mostly Accord and Camry 
owners, 

“Azera will draw from two dif- 
ferent potential shopping lists: the 
folks who are Accord V6 and 
Camry V6 intenders. Those are 
$25,000-plus cars. Azera is going 
to start under $25,000 with cloth 
seats,” said Krafcik. “The Azera 
Limited will start at $27,000 and 
go head-to-head with Avalon and 
Maxima. We expect some level of 
cross-shopping with the (Buick) 
Lacrosse and Ford Five Hundred 
as well.” 

If the product and the market- 
ing launch are executed flawlessly, 
the Azera will mark the next major 
turning point for Hyundai, much as 
the Santa Fe did before it, 

And competitors — Ford, Buick, 
Toyota, Honda and Nissan — bet- 
ter take notice. So too should Audi, 
BMW ‘and Mercedes-Benz. 

Clearly, Hyundai is moving up- 
market and is expanding the 
breadth of its portfolio In its efforts 
to sell 1 million vehicles by 
decade's end (it sold just more 
than 400,000 last year.) 

Already Hyundai has an- 
nounced it will build a seven-pas- 
senger SUV and a six-passenger 
crossover. Hyundai also is con- 
sidering building pickup trucks. 
The South Korean automaker is 
on the move and a force to be 
reckoned with.

Dodge Charger R/T versus Ford Mustang GT

There it was on the cover of Mo- 
tor Ttend: a Dodge Charger R/T get- 
ting chased around San Francisco 

by a»Ford Mustang GT, just like in 
Steve McQueen's classic “Bullitt.” 

But this is 2005, not 1968. 

Both Charger and Mustang are 

* back, in a big way. 

The Charger, first sold in 1966, 
returhed in May as a 2006 model. 
The new one carries four doors, in- 
stead of two, but does come with 
a powerful Hemi V8. Dodge deal- 
ers sold about 17,000 of them over 
the summer. 

The Mustang, first sold in 1964 
and on sale ever since, arrived in 
redesigned form in fall 2004 as a 
2005 model. In the first eight 
months of this year, Ford dealers 
have sold an astounding 117,000 
of them — up 33 percent from Jan- 
uary to August 2004. 

At first glance, the reborn Mus- 
tang and Charger share much. 

Besides being classic names 
from the muscle-car era, they are 
rear-wheel-drive cars with (available) 
big V8 engines. 

But, unlike in the ‘60s and ‘70s 
when they drove around the same 
block, the new versions of Mustang 
and Charger travel in different di- 
rections. 

The Mustang remains a two- 
door — either a coupe or a con- 
vertible — that’s aimed at young or 
young-in-spirit buyers. It's certainly 
not a good choice for families, or 
those looking for a sophisticated 
driving experience. 

It is, no doubt, a very cool ride. 

The Charger has now become 
a family sedan. A cooler-than-nor- 
mal one, certainly, but a take-the- 
kids-to-soccer machine without 
question. It can be mild — with a 
V-6 engine — or semiwild with the 
Hemi V8. 

Casting aside the merits of the 
argument that adding a second set 
of doors to something called 
Charger is dubious, the V8 R/T with 
an automatic transmission offers a 
first-rate experience for commuters 
or highway travelers, with roomy 
seats for five, a big trunk and con- 
temporary technology. 

(On Motor Trend’s Web site, 
readers could vote on which car 
they would prefer to race through 
the streets of San Francisco. Mus- 


tang won easily, 63 percent to 36 


percent, but I'm not sure if that's a 


comment on the two new cars, on 
the loyalty of Mustang owners or 
on the continuing cool of Steve Mc- 
Queen.) 

Here's a deeper look at the 
Charger and the Mustang, and a 
few final thoughts on these 21st- 
century muscle cars. 


Dodge Charger R/T 


The Charger SE and SXT mod- 
els come with a 250-horsepower, 
3.5-liter V6. A five-speed automatic 
is the only transmission available. 
Fuel economy is 19 mpg in the city 
and 27 mpg on the highway. 
Midgrade unleaded (89 octane) is 
recommended, although Dodge 
says 87-octane regular is accept- 
able. Prices start at $22,995 for the 
base SE, and $25,995 for the SXT 
model that adds aluminum wheels, 
a power driver's seat, fog lamps 
and more, 

But the boss Charger — until 
some planned special editions ar- 
rive — is the R/T. From a starting 
point of $29,995, the Charger R/T 
comes with a 340-horsepower, 5.7- 
liter Hemi V8. It includes Chrysler's 
Multiple Displacement System 
(MDS) technology that cuts off half 
the engine — four cylinders — in 
40 milliseconds when they're not 
needed. You can't feel it on the 
road, but it boosts fuel economy by 
20 percent. 

The Charger R/T is rated at 17 
mpg in the city and 25 mpg on the 
highway. Again, midgrade unleaded 
is recommended, but regular is ac- 
ceptable. 

The rear-wheel-drive Charger 
shares much with two vehicles that 
preceded it to market, the Chrysler 
300 sedan and the Dodge Magnum 
wagon. All three are built at the 
same Canadian factory, where they 
use the same chassis and some 
mechanical components. 

The exterior design of the new 
Charger shares its high shoulder 
line with those two models. It's a 
tall, long car that qualifies as a large 
car using EPA measurements. 

The car's front end is especially 
well-done, with its crossbar grille in 
chrome and black paint, and snake- 
eye headlamp clusters. The rear 
end, with its integrated deck-lid 
spoiler, is a bit pedestrian, espe- 
cially for an R/T version. The dual 
exhaust tips are a bit hard to see, 
too. 

Our test model was painted a 
shade of maroon called inferno red. 


That paint choice costs drivers an 
extra $225. 


Door handles are flush with the

The design of the new Mustang 
is Instantly recognizable, and in- 
stantly likable. It closely resembles 
a late ‘60s Mustang with all sorts of 
retro cues, including Its galloping 
pony emblems, its tiny second-row 
windows, its side scoops and ex- 
aggerated wheel wells, and its over- 
all silhouette, 

The blast-from-the-past milieu 
continues on the inside, where the 
black-and-red color scheme com- 
plemented the car's torch red clear- 
coat paint. Deeply recessed 
gauges, a three-spoke: steering 
wheel and just the right mix of 
chrome and brushed metal com- 
plete the picture. 

The front seats were OK, but 
didn’t have enough bolstering for 
those who drive a bit enthusiasti- 
cally. In back, there’s just not 
enough leg or head room for most 
adults. Plus, there's nothing here 
— no cupholders, no lights, no stor- 
age slots or bins — to make your 
second and third best friends feel 
welcome.

DaimlerChrysler sells two midsize 
coupes, the Dodge Stratus and 
Chrysler Sebring, that are built by 
Mitsubishi. In the case of the Raider, 
however, the truck is all Dodge. Mit- 
subishi supplies virtually nothing for 
the vehicle. 

With a base price of $19,825 in- 
ciuding freight — close to the 
$20,019 starting price of a similarly 
equipped Dakota — Mitsubishi of- 
fers the entry-level Raider LS ex- 
tended-cab model with two-wheel 
drive, five-speed manual transmis- 
sion, and a 3.7-liter V6 engine. 

This is the same engine used in 
base models of the Dakota, Dodge 
Durango SUV, and Jeep Liberty and 
Grand Cherokee SUVs. In the Raider, 
it's rated at 210 horsepower and 235 
foot-pounds of torque. 

Two other trim levels are offered: 
the midlevel DuroCross and the up- 
level XLS. The DuroCross two-wheel 
drive, extended-cab model with au- 
tomatic transmission and a 4.7-liter 
V8 engine is priced at $26,085 be- 
fore options, while the up-level XLS 
crew-cab four-door with 4.7-liter V8 
and automatic is priced at $31,320. 

Options are limited. Mitsubishi 
says an audio package that in- 
cludes a 508-watt premium system 
with AM/FM/six-disc CD with MP3, 
nine speakers and Sirius satellite 
radio costs $1,845, including six 
months of satellite service (normally 
$13 a month). For XLS models, 
leather seats and side-curtain air 
bags are available. 

All three trim levels are offered 
in extended- and crew-cab ver- 
sions, with the crew cab the roomi- 
est, with four regular doors. All also 
are available with four-wheel drive 
and a choice of manual or auto- 
matic transmission. 

Though these trucks are com- 
pletely Dodges underneath, Mit- 
subishi was able to tweak the exte- 
rior a bit to give them some styling 
cues from other Mitsubishi products, 
the company said. 

Of the midsize brands on the 
market, the Raider and the Dakota 
are the only ones to offer a V8 en- 
gine. It gives the Raider 230 horse- 
power and 290 foot-pounds of 
torque, which allows for a towing ca- 
pacity of 6,500 pounds. 

And its 40-cubic-foot cargo bed 
can hold up to 1,700 pounds, giving 
the Raider and Dakota the largest 
payload among midsize pickups. 

Ford/Mazda midsize models have 
no engines larger than six cylinders, 
as do the Nissan Frontier and Toy- 
ota Tacoma. The GMC/Chevy/Isuzu 
models have a five-cylinder as their 
largest engine.

Good fuel economy, enough 
room for five people, a nice-size 
cargo area and an affordable 
price? 

It's not an SUV, though — it's 
perhaps the next-best thing: the 
2006 Suzuki Forenza wagon. 

It's one of a whole new crop of 
small wagons on the market that 
are giving consumers an alterna- 
tive even to compact SUVs such 
as the Ford Escape and Chevy 

Equinox, both of whose fuel 
economy with their V6 engines is- 
n't much better than that of mid- 
size sport utilities. 

‘The Forenza is more than just 
an economical family hauler to 
purchase, with 

a starting price under $15,000; 
it's also a lot cheaper to operate 
than most SUVs. 

EPA fuel-economy ratings are 
22 miles per gallon in the city and 
30 mpg on the highway for ver- 
sions with manual transmission.

Last year, Japanese automaker 
Suzuki became the latest to enter 
this burgeoning market segment, 
with a wagon version of the com- 
pact Forenza sedan.

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of measure as a promotional de- 
vice to equate the work that could 
be done by his improved steam 
engines with the number of horses 
they could replace. 

The concept of horsepower is 
based on a force moving through 
a distance in a given period of 
time. Watt decided to define one 
horsepower as the ability to lift a 
load of 550 pounds at the rate of 
one foot every second. 

Horsepower is measured by 
connecting the test engine to a 
dynamometer, a machine de- 
signed to exert a steady, con- 
trolled resistance to the engine’s 
spinning crankshaft. Horsepower 
is computed from the measured 
twisting force of the engine — Its 
torque — and its rotational speed 
in revolutions per minute. 

The power of European autos is 
sometimes given in kilowatts; 100 
of James Watt's horsepower are 
equivalent to about 75 kilowatts. 

From an automaker's point of 
view, the bigger the horsepower 
number, the more attractive the 
car will be to performance-con- 
scious shoppers. In the past, au- 
tomakers logically interpreted test 
procedures to make their engines 
seem more muscular. 

Rating an engine too opti- 
mistically can land an automaker 
in trouble, though, Last year, 
Hyundai spent tens of millions of 
dollars to settle a class-action law- 
suit with owners who claimed that 


* 
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the company had overstated 
power, inflating the cars’ value. 

In some cases, automakers have 
chosen to understate horsepower — 
when insurance companies threat- 
ened to raise rates for high-horse- 
power models, for instance. 

Every industry has its stan- 
dards organization, and for car- 
makers it is the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers, now 100 years 
old. The society's first standards 
for horsepower measurement 
were published in 1917. In the 
1970s, power ratings advertised 
by carmakers changed from gross 
output to net horsepower, reflect- 
ing a shift from testing bare en- 
gines to measuring them with a 
full complement of accessories. 

The society's new standard is 
known as J1349. David Lancaster, 
chairman of the committee that 
developed the test rules, explained 
that new technologies open new 
loopholes in test procedures, 
which must be periodically 
plugged. Before 1971, for exam- 
ple, a manufacturer might connect 
the engine's exhaust system to a 
vacuum pump, gaining power by 
eliminating back pressure, the re- 
sistance to free flow caused by 
mufflers. Under the 2006 standard, 
a complete production exhaust 
system, or one of equal back pres- 
sure, must be used. 

What kinds of gray areas are 
corrected by the new code for

Many modern engine comput- 
ers electronically adjust ignition tim- 
ing, either advancing it to take ad- 
vantage of premium-grade gasoline 
or retarding it slightly to keep the 
engine from knocking on regular 
fuel. Such systems use special sen- 
sors to “listen” for knocking, which 
can damage the engine. 

A manufacturer could therefore 
accurately say its engine will run 
satisfactorily on regular gas, yet per- 
form the horsepower test on a 
higher-octane blend, knowing it will 
automatically take advantage of that 
fuel to produce slightly more power. 
Under the new standard, testing is 
done with the minimum octane fuel 
required for that model. 

Other loopholes have been 
closed, too. Power losses caused 
by friction inside the engine can 
be reduced by the use of a thin- 
ner grade of oil or by using hotter 
oil (oil flows more freely as its tem- 
perature rises); the new testing 
standards require the oil to be the 
same grade specified for normal 
service, at the temperature “ex- 
hibited in service with a fully 
warmed-up engine.” 

Engines today drive an in- 
creasing number of accessories, 
including an air-conditioning com- 
pressor and pumps for engine 
coolant and power-steering fluid, 
all of which draw some power. 
Should they be operating when the 
horsepower is tested? Should the 
electrical alternator be generating

The revised standards spell out the 
answers to questions like these — 
and they will surely be revised 
again as new gray areas emerge. 

Adoption of the new certified 
power standard, which includes a 
provision for a third-party witness 
to the testing, is voluntary. Gen- 
eral Motors says it expects to ap- 
ply it to all newly rated engines in 
the future; some makers will use 
it for all existing engines. 

Horsepower ratings may be im- 
pressive to consumers, but the 
numbers are often meaningless in 
real-world traffic conditions. Spec- 
ifications typically state something 
like “220 horsepower at 6,000 
rpm,” but because this is peak 
output, less power is produced at 
all other engine speeds. 

In fact, most driving uses just 
a fraction of the engine's poten- 


tial; typically, cars need only about 
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25 horsepower to maintain high- 
way speed on a level road. Drivers 
never call on the full reserve of 
available horsepower unless they 
hold the accelerator fully to the 
floor all the way to peak rpm. 
Horsepower numbers are a 
coded message from the maker; 
high number is like bright sporty 
clothing, suggesting excitement. A 
moderate number parallels a con- 
servative suit, suggesting traditional 
virtues like reliability. Such images 
are important in marketing. a 
A new performance measure 
that would take into account how 
people really drive could be cre+ 
ated.

Car demand may boost prices

DALLAS — Consumers on the 
battered Gulf Coast will need to buy 
at least 250,000 used cars and 
trucks as the area begins to recover 
— and the demand will probably 
push up prices. 

The number of cars needed 
could go even higher. 

In a worst-case scenario, the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers Associa- 
tion estimates that 10 percent of all 
registered vehicles in Louisiana and 
Mississippi were destroyed in the 
hurricane or flooding — about 
466,000 vehicles. 

Either way, the need to replace 
private cars and trucks as well as 
demand for work and fleet vehicles 
is expected to boost used-vehicle 
sales to a new national record of 
44.1 million cars and trucks this 
year. 

But used-car prices could start 
to go up by the end of September 
and stay high through November, 
industry officials say. 

The average days’ supply of ve- 
hicles in the United States has been 
tightening since the first of the year 
as the economy improves and was 
at 46.19 days in July. 

“As to where the dealers will find 
cars to sell to people on the Gulf 
Coast, that's the $64,000 question,”

said Jack Durham, executive di- 
rector of the Texas Independent Au- 
tomobile Dealers Association. 

“There's going to be pressure 
to pull vehicles out of Texas, and 
with 200,000 refugees here, we're 
going to have some demand in 
Texas. The market will kind of go 
crazy for a while.” 

Car dealers rely heavily on auc- 
tions for their supply of used cars 
and trucks, and Texas auctions will 
probably feel some of the greater 
demand from the Gulf Coast. Texas 
is the nearest big state to the hur- 
ricane zone with a large supply of 
used vehicles. 

“Prices at auction already seem 
a little higher,” said Sonny Morgan, 
chairman of the New Car Dealers 
Association of Metropolitan Dallas 
and managing partner of John Ea- 
gle Lincoln Mercury in Dallas and 
Aston Martin of Dallas. 

“We had a heck of a good used- 
car month in July and August. You 
put that with the demand for cars 


from Katrina, and it’s just a matter 
of time before we start feeling it,” 
Morgan said. 

He said he has lent a Lincoln LS 
sedan to New Orleans Mayor Ray 
Nagin's wife, who is visiting the Dal- 
las area. Her vehicle was damaged 
in the hurricane, he said. 

In the weeks ahead, higher 
wholesale car and truck prices are 
“a reasonable assumption when 
people start getting insurance 
checks,” said Paul Taylor, chief 
economist at the National Automo- 
bile Dealers Association. 

Durham is more blunt. “I think 
we're going to see a complete up- 
heaval in the marketplace for the 
next six months to a year,” he said. 

But dealers may be limited when 
figuring how much of the higher 
costs they can pass on to con- 
sumers. 

Used-vehicle prices are deter- 
mined largely by new-vehicle prices.

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Explorer gets roomier, easie 
on gas budget

CHICAGO — Even the top-seller 
in the segment needs to change 
once in a while to remain in that 
lofty position. 

That's why, for 2006, Ford per- 
formed surgery on its midsize Ex- 
plorer sport-utility, the No. 1-selling 
SUV for 15 years. 

Ford has given Explorer a ma- 
jor facelift, longer and wider di- 
mensions and a new engine and 
transmission that delivers more 
power yet higher mileage. 

It also added a few new features, 
such as a power folding third-row 
seat, navigation system and a seat 
sensor that detects the driver's dis- 
tance from the steering wheel to de- 


The package eliminates a lot of 
those annoying stings transmitted 
back to the steering wheel and seat- 
bottom cushion when traveling over 
less than even pavement. Ride is 
noticeably smoother, handling a lit- 
tle sharper, steering response more 
predictable. 

Explorer had been powered by 
a 4.6-liter, 16-valve V-8, but for '06 
offers a 4.6-liter, 24-valve V-8, a re- 
tuned version of the V-8 in Mustang. 
It boasts 292 horsepower, up from 
239 h.p., and delivers more low-end 
torque for quicker movement off the 
line. Though Explorer tips the scales 
at about 4,000 pounds, about the 
same as its predecessor, you don't 
feel the weight in the wheel. 

Another benefit is that fuel econ- 
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We tested the XLT with a grille 
that pays homage to the god of 
chrome. The rocker panels are the 
requisite plastic.

There were three trim levels

The base model comes with a 
high level of standard equipment, 
including power windows/mir- 
rors/door locks; roof rails; rear de- 
froster; intermittent wipers; four- 
wheel disc brakes; tachometer;

Our test car, which had every- 
thing including the premium pack- 
age and sunroof, totaled $17,779, 
including freight.

Granted, with its droptop 
down, it does shed a bit of the 
hinted ferocity that the sloping 
roof of the coupe exudes, but 
with the top up, not too much of 
the sporty look is sacrificed. 

There are always key ques- 
tions about a convertible: Is it 
quiet inside? Is the top easy to 


put up and take down? Does the 
wind whistle in tiny quarters 
where raised roof meets the rest 
of the car? Do road imperfec- 
tions set dash or passengers to 
shimmying when they are trans- 
mitted into a vehicle that lost 
some of its structural integrity 
when the roof went away? 

The answers: Mostly, yes, just 
a bit, and some, but not as bad 
as you'd expect. 

Yes, even though the roof is in- 
sulated and the back glass is 
thick, some road noise does make 
its way in and so does the deep 
burble of the exhaust (not that 
there’s anything wrong with that). 

Flip two hasps, push a but- 
ton near the rearview mirror, and 
the top is down and mostly 
tucked away (it needs a boot to 
properly cover it; see Annoy- 
ances) in about 15 seconds. Yes, 
there are little whistles of com- 
plaint along some notches of 
window/rooflines but after a while 
you don't notice them. And pot- 
holes, pavement cracks, wash- 
board gravel roads, and even 
certain expansion joints in 
bridges can be felt in the butt. 
Considering this is a stiff con- 
vertible, it’s acceptable. 

The suspension is definitely 
softer than in the coupe and in 
hard corners | noticed under- 
steer that wasn’t present in the 
coupe. It also had a heavier feel. 

Unless you opt for the 210- 
horsepower V-6, the convertible 
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$34,000. That's still a finé 
— whether you're going® 
or bruisin’.

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Mud love: Off-roaders party on at ‘Camp Jeep’

BLAKESLEE, Pa. — “It's the mud | love.” 

That was the big draw for Trudy Peebles, 
32, of Charlottesville, Va., she said, as she 
took part in the recent Camp Jeep 2005 in 
the Pocono Mountains of northeastern Penn- 
sylvania.

economists at the University of Mis- 
souri-Kansas City who examined 
two dozen NASCAR racing teams’ 
corporate sponsorships between 
1995 and 2001. The researchers’ 
report summed up those relation- 
ships as “corporate America’s love 
affair with NASCAR ... branding their 
products and services with the aura 
and mystique of NASCAR.” 

More to the corporate bottom- 
line point, the UMKC study found 
that the average team sponsor's 
stock value soared=300 million — 
net of the sponsorships’ cost — 
during the two days following an- 
nouncements of the marketing 
deals. The figure ballooned to an 
average=500 million gain for com- 
panies with direct ties to the con- 
sumer automotive industry. 

Such growth in shareholder 
value from a voluntary marketing 
initiative alone is unprecedented, 
the researchers said, and it “is cer- 
tainly possible that no single mar- 
keting program in the history of 
American business has led to larger 
dollar increases in corporate valu- 


ae 


ation.” 

“Not corporate stadium spon- 
sorships, nor Olympic sponsor- 
ships, not celebrity endorser sign- 
ings have registered a mean net 
increase in shareholder wealth even 
approaching=300 million.” 

“Indeed,” the study concluded, 
“across the universe of sponsorship 
possibilities, it is possible that 
NASCAR sponsorships represent 
the gold standard.” 

That gets no argument from Min- 
neapolis-based Wilsons Leathers, 
a national dry goods chain with 429 
Stores in 45 states, including a shop 
in Overland Park. 

Wilsons chief executive Michael 
Searles credits NASCAR with a 
huge share of the company's 13 
percent first-quarter sales growth. 

Less than 5 percent of the 
stores’ inventory is NASCAR- 
branded, said Searles. But those 
Products, ranging from leather jack- 
ets autographed by drivers to 
women's handbags, account for 
around 20 percent of sales. 

NASCAR's Giangola is modest 
in the glow of success. 

“It's not that we're brilliant mar- 
keters," he said, “That's just the way

Nissan to add new small 
car to 2007 models

DETROIT — Nissan Motor Co. will add a new small car to its lineup 
next year to combat low-priced models from Korean automakers and ris- 


ing gasoline costs. 


The 2007 Versa subcompact hatchback and sedan will be built in Nis- 
san's Aguascalientes, Mexico, assembly plant. Prices for the hatchback 
will start at about $12,000. A top-of-the-line sedan will go for about $15,500, 
and most models should sell for about $13,500, said Jed Connelly, Nis- 
san senior vice president for sales and marketing. 

The Versa is to go on sale in June or July. Nissan is expanding its 
Aguascalientes plant to produce about 150,000 of the cars annually. Most 
of them are to be sold in the United States, Canada and Mexico, but Nis- 
san plans some exports to other markets. Nissan already builds the car 
under another name — Tiida — in Japan and China. 

Nissan will also introduce a new slightly larger version of the Sentra, 
which is the smallest car it now sells in the United States, next year as 


a 2007 model. 


Adding the small Versa to the lineup will keep Nissan in the entry- 
level market when the bigger and more expensive ‘07 Sentra bows. 

The Versa will also compete with the subcompact Honda Fit and Toy- 
ota Yaris models that go on sale next spring.

According to 2005 National 
Coffee Drinking Trends, published 
by the National Coffee Associa- 
tion of U.S.A. Inc., more than 53 
percent of consumers age 18 and 
older drink coffee on a daily ba- 
sis, up from 49 percent in 2004. 
That translates into 7.7 million new 
coffee drinkers. 

With consumers enjoying a 
wider range of coffee drinks in of- 
fices, corner cafes and restau- 
rants, they are also demanding 
better-tasting coffee at home. Here 
are a few ideas for a better brew: 

m Pressure-brewed is best. In 
blind tests, more people prefer the 
taste of coffee that is high-pres- 
sure brewed, versus any other 
method. High-pressure-brewed 
coffee requires the use of pump- 
pressure coffee machines, like 
espresso machines. 

8 All pressure-coffee machines 
are not equal. There are several 
types of these machines. Steam- 
driven espresso machines create 
pressure in a closed boiler, then 
force the hot water through the 
coffee. Most can make up to 10 
ounces of coffee at a time. A 
pump espresso machine pumps 
hot water through ground coffee 


Automatic coffee centers, like 
those from Jura-Capresso, pro- 
vide maximum flavor and aroma 
because they grind the beans just 
before the high-pressure brewing 
process. These machines control 
all aspects of high-pressure brew- 
ing, resulting in a better quality 
beverage, regardless of whether 
you choose an espresso, cap- 
Puccino, latte or just a large cup 
of pressure-brewed coffee. 

m Look for crema. Crema is 
thick frothy foam that sits on top 
of pressure-brewed coffee or 
espresso, trapping all the flavor 
and aroma underneath. 

@ A high-pressure-brewed cof- 
fee should always be the base for 
your cappuccino or latte. If you
